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MICHIGAN WAR LOAN OF 1917. 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918, $2,500,000.00 of the 
$5,000,000.00 War Loan authorized by Act 97 of the Public Acts of 1917 
were disposed of. 

In September, 1918, an additional $1,000,000.00 of bonds were sold at 
par and accrued interest, making a total of $3,500,000.00 issued under the 
above Act. 

These bonds are all dated November 1, 1917, and mature November 1, 
1927. 

The above Act provides that the Auditor General shall levy a tax of 
$250,000.00 each year for the purpose of creating a Sinking Fund to retire 
these bonds when due and to pay the interest thereon. 

It is now evident that $250,000.00 a year will not be sufficient in ten 
years to meet this obligation. The Act should be amended to provide 
a sufficient amount to meet this obligation.
